A HOGAN IS A NAVAJO INDIAN HOME. IT IS 
OVAL-SHAPED OF LOGS COVERED WITH MUD 
AND STRAW. COUNTLESS PRESENT DAY 
INDIANS ARE SHELTERED IN THIS TYPE OF 
DWELLING, WHICH OFFERS COOLNESS IN 
HOT SUMMERS AND WARMTH INTHE WINTER. 
A FIRE FOR COOKING AND HEATING IS MADE 
INTHE CENTER OF THE FLOOR, THE SMOKE 
ESCAPING FROM A HOLE IN THE ROOF. 
A HOGAN WILL ALWAYS HAVE ITS ONE DOOR 
FACING EAST. FOR SUPERSTITIOUS REASONS, 
THE HOGAN IS BUILT ROUND, ALLOWING NO 
CORNERS FOR EVIL SPIRITS TO DWELL IN. 



Adobe houses are made of sun- 
dried BRICKS AND ARE USUALLY FOUND 
IN THE VAST ARID PARTS OF THE SOUTH- 
WESTERN STATES, WHERE TIMBER IS 
SCARCE. THIS TYPE OF HOME GIVES 
COMFORT TO THOUSANDS OF FAMILIES, 
PARTICULARY THE MEXICANS OF THE 
UNITED STATES . THE COOL, EARTHEN 
WALLS OFFER PROTECTION FROM 
SEARING SUMMER SUN AND WINTER 
STORMS.
